Course Description 


This course provides an introduction to China’s history from earliest times to the modern era. 
The first half of the course is devoted to traditional China and consists of a series of thematic 
lectures on China’s political, philosophical, religious, social, economic, diplomatic and cultural 
traditions. 


The second half focuses on China since 1800, with particular emphasis on the West in China. 
The course subsequently focuses on the three stages of the Chinese revolution, and on the 
transformation of China since1949.

Mid-Term Exam 


All students will be taking the mid-term exam and all of the grades will be evaluated and 
displayed on 40%. If a student submits a term paper by the due date, this will indicate that the 
student has selected Option 2. At that time, the mid-term grade will then be displayed on 25% 
and the final exam will count for 50% of the student’s grade. 


Mid-term Exam: 


The mid-term exam will consist of 2 essay questions. The students will have to log on to the 
course website on the date indicated in the Weekly Planner on the last page of the course outline. 
Once the student logs on and opens the mid-term file, the student will have 3 hours to upload the 
answers to the essay questions. 


Term Paper: 


Students should initially look at the list of suggested reading topics that will posted on the course 
website. Those who wish to pursue other topics should do so only after consultation with and 
approval from the instructor. Each student who chooses to write a term paper is expected to read 
at least three books on the theme that he or she selects and to produce a short (10-page) critical 
essay based on the readings. 


Discussion Board: 


Although there are no paiticipation giades attiibuted to student activity on the discussion boards, 
student questions about the course material that are posted will be answered by the TAs. The 
discussion board will only be available as of May 5, 2005. 


Final Exam:
